Wednesday , retu rned an indictment 


against W. C. Hy att on three cou nts, 
two for Ju ry bribing and one for con­ 
spiracy to bribe a ju ror. 
Hy att is the father of the two lads 
recently conv icted of killing Herbert 
Martin at Colu mbu s, Johnson cou nty , 
on last Christmas ev e night. • His in­ 
dictment followed the indictment of 
W alter L. Jones 
and 
J. F. Corbin, 
wealthy stockmen of that cou nty , on 
charges of attempted ju ry bribing in 
connection with the Hy att boy s* case. 
The case has attracted widespread 
attention and discu ssion. 
Mr. W. 0. 
Hy att, belter known as “Chap” Hy att, 
and Mrs. Hy att, were terribly broken 
u p by the conv iction of their sons, 
whom they believ ed to be innocent of 
any crime in the Christmas tragedy , 
holding that it was a boy ish fight, in 
which both sides were to blame. 
They accompanied their sons to the 
penitentiary and personally saw Gov ­ 
ernor Folk to beg of him su ch Indu l­ 
gences for the two lads as he cou ld 
properly allow. 
The Indictment of the father of the 
two boy s, it is feared, will be more 
than the heart-broken wife and mother 
can endu re. 
The grand 
Jury also retu rned the 
following indictments before receiv ­ 
ing its discharged: 
W. K. Mu llins, fou r cou nts, two for 
attempted bribery , one for conspir­ 
acy and one for perju ry before the 
grand ju ry . 
C. D. Wallace, the ju ror who first 
made charges of attempted bribery in 
the Hy att mu rder case, was indicted 
on three cou nts, one for agreeing to 
retu rn a v erdict, one for conspiracy 
and one for perju ry before the grand 
ju ry . 
An additional indictment was filed 
against J. F. Corbin for perju ry . 
All the persons indicted were placed 
u nder arrest and their hearings will 
be held at the October term of the 
criminal cou rt. 
Prosecu ting Attorney 
Ewing Cockrell proposes to prosecu te 
the offenders to the u tmost ex tent of 
the law. 
The grand ju ry ’s report also recom­ 
mended and specified the amou nt of 
the fines which shou ld be Imposed u p­ 
on Mr. Jones and the sev eral penal­ 
ties were fix ed, as follows:

“I am inclined to think that if I can 
dispose of my interest in the paper ad­ 
v antageou sly and satisfactorily , and 
satisfy my associates, that I will take 
the offer. The only dollar I ev er sav ­ 
ed has been In connection with the 
pu blishing hou se. 
“This position, howev er, wou ld take 
me from home a good deal, which is 
not v ery pleasant; bu t my wife is so 
well pleased with her big sons-in-law, 


who wait u pon her so nicely , that she 
does not appear to miss Bob and me 
v ery mu ch. 
I nev er left home, how­ 
ev er, for a trip that It did not depress 
me and make me long for more ’qu iet 
habitations.’ 
“Yet. if I cou ld do this work for a 
few y ears I cou ld lay away enou gh to 
make it easy for me the balance of 
the time. I wou ld be permitted, how­ 
ev er, to be at home for a few day s ou t 
of ev ery three or fou r weeks. 
“I presu me that my headqu arters 
w^ou ld be in Chicago, bu t my territory 
wou ld cov er Tex as also. 
I am su re 
that if I take this position that T will 
hav e a chance to see y ou some time 
before long.”

The 
troops called ou t were greeted good 
natu redly by the crowds. 
The mob bu rned and destroy ed ten 
Christian chu rches and one mission 
hou se school last night. None of the 
people were inju red.

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STORY OF CROOKS. 


All Burglars Are Alleged to Be 
Bunglers. 


THIS IS VIEW OF AN EXPERT. 


He Goes on Reco rd With the State­ 
ment That He Nev er Saw Good 
Jo b By a Cracksman. 


There is an Id ea that bu rglars who 
d OTOte themselv es to safe breald iif 
must be skilled workmen k that line 
of business, say s 
the 
Washington 
Post. A locksmith of long ex p erlmioe 
denies that su ch Is the case. 
He ffe* 
cards all bu rglars as bu nglers. 
“ There may be a few ex perts/* he 
said, “ but I hav e nev er had the pleas­ 
ure of meeting any of them. 
“ People hav e v ery peculiar ideas on 
the subject of safes any way . 
When 
a business man forgets the combina­ 
tion of his safe he sends around to 
the shop for a man to come and open 
the safe. He usually believ es that in 
a v ery few' minutes he w ill be able to 
get what he wants from It. 
“ ft is true, of course, that a lock­ 
smith can sometimes 
hit 
upon the 
right combination by working on 
a 
definite sy stem for an hour or two, 
and so running through the combin­ 
ations that are most commonly used. 
For instance, it Is a fav orite plan for 
men who own safes to choose com­ 
binations on a three dial lock like 
10, 20 and 30, or 20, 40 and 60. or 50, 
60 and 9 0. 
Other people trebble the 
first and second numbers, like 6, 18 
and 54. 
“ These and similar way s of choos­ 
ing combinations are used because It 
makes the numbers easier to remem­ 
ber than if they nad no relativ e signifi­ 
cance. 
So there are combinations 
that are used by hundreds of men on 
as many different safes. 
“ When a locksmith fails to open a 
safe by these means there is nothing 
left for him to do but to bore a small 
hole just abov e the dials, so that he 
may see the internal workings of the 
lock. 
Then it is a v ery easy matter 
for him to unlock the safe. 
“ But the boring of the hole is a 
long, difficult and laborious J ob. 
The 
drills used are made of the hardest 
kind of steel, but as a rule a part, if 
not all, of the door is nearly as hard 
as the drills. 
“ It is a matter of sev eral hours and 
sometimes of many hours before the 
hole is drilled. 
Although the head­ 
way made is ex ceedingly slow, the 
drills get dull fast enough. One man 
is kept busy sharpening them while 
another man dulls them. 
. “ Not long ago I had to make a hole 
in a big safe 7 % feet high. The out- 


a one dial lock would hav e 100 com­ 
binations, tw'o dial lock, 10,000 com­ 
binations, and a three dial lock, 1,000,- 
000. This man’s safe had a three dial 
lock. 
“ Another business 
man who had 
forgotten his combination ov er Sun­ 
day took it for granted that I would 
remember it because I had set the 
combination for him sev eral y ears 
prev iously . 
Persons frequently get 
tiie numbers of their combinatf:>ns 
mix ed, and locksmiths are alway s on 
the lookout for J ust that thing. 
“ The proprietor of a Broadway store 
once sent for me because the lock of 
his safe was out of order. 
He told 
me the combination was 17 , 34, 7 1. I 
tried it, but the lock did not respond 
for me any better than It had for the 
owmer. 
“ I finally decided to rev erse the last 
two numbers he had giv en me, and 
try 17 , 7 1 34. When I did so the loc& 
responded. 
• 
“ Before I knew as much of human 
nature as I do now a manufacturing 
J eweler in Maiden Lane completely 
fooled me.

The mo st strikirg feature o f Eski­ 
mo fo lk-lo re is its tho ro ughly human 
character, says a writer in the Inter­ 
natio nal Quarterly.

o f the term the bulk o f Eskimo tradi­ 
tio n is no t mytho lo gy but hero tales, 
which reflect with remarkable faithful­ 
ness the so cial co nditio n and religio us 
beliefs o f the p eo p le. 
They treat o f 
visits to fabulo us tribes, o f murder 
and revenge, o f mercy and reco m­ 
p ense o f feats o f shamanism and o f 
witchcraft. 
The sup ernatural enters 
Into them, but o nly as it enters into 
the everyday life o f the p eo p le, ♦o 
who m witches, guardian sp irits o f 
shamans, giants and dwarfs are ex ist­ 
ing realities. 
In this sense mo st o f 
the Eskimo tales are true tales taken 
fro m life and sho w a great lack o f im­ 
aginative p o wer. 
Setting aside this gro up o f hero 
tales, there remain o nly a few entire­ 
ly disco nnected myths. 
One o f them 
tells ho w a wo man was mutilated by 
her father, who cut o ff her finger 
Jo ints o ne after the o ther. 
Fro m 
these jo ints o riginated the sea mam­ 
mals and the wo man became their 
mistress. 
Ano ther myth tells o f tim 
o rigin o f sun and mo o n, who in the 
beginning 
w*ere 
human 
beings, 
a 
bro ther and a sister, and who were 
taken up to the sky.

to es. 
“Pea bushes!” sp uttered the farm 
hand, o n telling the sto ry, “and to ­ 
mato es, Oh Lo rd, just wait till they 
get an o rder fo r lima beans!

The Trip WHi Ever Be Remembered 
By the Genial Probate Judge 
of Petti» County. 


Judg e O. E. Parsons, when he first 
entered politics and asked for the 
democratic nomination 
for 
probate 
Judg e, was not as well acq uainted with 
the people throug hout the county as 
he is today , but he went in to g et ac­ 
q uainted and to win. 
He first visited Smlthton, Lamonte, 
Green Ridg e, Houstonla and the other 
principal towns of the county . He had 
heard much and often of Dumpville, 
hut had never visited there, and was 
ex tremely anx ious to meet its clti- ^ 
zens. 
He imparted his desire to a 
g entleman who was ouen called there 
and to Spring Fork, in a business way . 
and had a larg e acq uaintance among 
the people, hence a trip was arrang ed. 
One brig ht morning , seated in the 
judg e’s easy road wag on, drawn by 
his promising y oung filley , the trip 
was made.

About 10:30 o’clocK the ex tensive 
stock farm of Coffey Bros, was reach­ 
ed, where q uite a crowd of farmers 
and stockmen had met, and the judg e’s 
box of Golden Rods was diminished 
rapidly . 
The nex t stop was made at the hos­ 
pitable home of g enial Dick Farris, 
and a hearty invitation was ex tended 
to drive in and have dinner. 
The 
judg e q uietly demurred, and said to 
his traveling companion that they had 
better g o on and take dinner at the 
hotel at Dumpville, but when advised 
that the town was four miles away in­ 
stead of one, as it really was, and 
that Dick had several g rown-up boy s 
who it would he well to meet, the 
judg e reluctantly consented to “un­ 
hook.” 
Dinner was soon announced and

g ood dinner it was, but the judg e hur­ 
ried throug h, and, ex cusing himself, 
he repaired to the bam.

The Missouri Pacific fast mail, train 
No. 7 , in charg e of Eng ineer Marvin, 
on eng ine No. 1194, and Conductor 
Williams, ran down a horse and bug ­ 
g y in 'which Israel Rhoads was riding 
at the Missouri Pacific crossing of 
Washing ton avenue, at 8 :20 o’clock 
y esterday morning . 
The horse was 
instantly killed, the bug g y torn into 
pieces and Mr. Rhoads seriously and 
possibly fatally inlured. 
The injured man, wno resides with 
his wife on a small farm eig ht miles 
north of the city on Rural route No. 5, 
was driving into the city in an open 
bug g y to do some shopping . 
The 
fast mail train, which was about thir­ 
ty minutes late, was coming throug h 
the east y ards at a rapid speed as Mr. 
Rhoads approached the Washing ton 
crossing . 
At the east of the cross­ 
ing was a string of box cars, com­ 
pletely shutting off a view to the east 
of the main track. Mr. Rhoads drove 
his horse in a w^alk to the main or 
passeng er track of the railway , when, 
too late, he saw the rapidly approach­ 
ing train. He made an effort to back 
the animal, or turn It to one side, 
ey e witnesses state, at the moment the 
monster eng ine hit the horse in the 
side. 
The animal, Mr. Rhoads and 
portions of the bug g y w-ere carried on 
the pilot of the eng ine for a distance 
of forty feet and then thrown to the 
north side of the rails. 
Drs. W. S. Shirk and Guy Titsworch 
were q uickly at the scene of the ac­ 
cident, and they had 
Mr. 
Rhoads 
placed upon a stretcher and he was 
taken in a wag on to May vrood hos­ 
pital. 
The surg eons made a careful 
ex amination of the injured man at the 
hospital and found no broken bones. 
He had sustained a number of deep 
scalp w’ounds, but the skull was not 
fractured. 
Mr. Rhoads remained in 
a semi-conscious condition after being 
hurt, and w'hen aroused recog nized 
his wife, who arrived at the hospital 
at noon, and also Capt. J. M. Glenn, 
who called to see him.

About two y ears ag o. a committee 
of the city council submitted to the 
two railw'ay s a proposition to build a 
viaduct over the tracks at the Wash­ 
ing ton street crossing , the city offer­ 
ing to pay its proportion of the cost 
of bridg ing . 
The railway companies 
promised to take the matter, under 
consideration, but no definite answer 
was ever made to the council’s com­ 
mittee reg arding the much-needed 
bridg e.

People of Memphis in Fighting 
the Flague. 


THE TRUTH BROUGHT PANIC. 


Ho rro rs o f the Disease Which Rav aged 
the Metro po lis o f Tennessee 
In ^7 8 and 18 7 9 . 


Fighting the mighty volu mes of the 
Mississippi with the mighty power of 
steam, a big towboat has been slow­ 
ly pu shing her acres of barges toward 
the lighter cu rrent of the Ohio and 
her progress is being watched* with 
Intense interest all along the valley, 
writes the Memphis correspondent of 
the New York Tribu ne. 
Reported to 
have the dread yellow fever on board, 
she has made 
several 
attem pts to 
land at variou s points, bu t the shot­ 
gu n q u arantine prevented. 
No resident of the Mississippi val­ 
ley whose memory spans the q u arter 
centu ry and a little more that lies be­ 
tween the new Memphis and the death 
valley of 18 7 8 
and 
187 9 . when the 
plagu e covered the great delta and 
spread its pall far away over the hill 
cou ntry for miles back of the river 
and Its reeking swamps, will falter 
in telling how that plagu e came u p the 
valley. 
It was another towboat, the 
John Porter, 
She left New Orleans 
with empty 
barges 
while the fever 
was raging in that city, in the early 
su mmer of 187 8 , arriving at Memphis 
abou t 10 days later. The Captain told 
the au thorities here that there were 
cases of malignant malarial fever on 
the boat, with which, in the absence 
of proper remedies and the skill to 
apply them, he 
cou ld not cope. He 
req u ested, therefore, that the patients 
he received in the local hospital. The 
« Samaritan City,” 
as 
Memphis is 
known in the delta, did not hesitate, 
hu t took the 
stricken 
men to her 
charitable bosom. 
WTiether all died 
or some recovered 
does not m atter 
now. bu t the doomed city was pois­ 
oned to the core. 
In a few days the terrible tru th was 
kno wn and the 
panic 
began. 
The 
scenes at the railway stations, few 
and Inadeq u ate to the ordinary su m- 
nier ru sh, were of the sort that kill 
all faith In hu man kindness. 
It was 
the frantic frenzy of a fear-maddened 
mob; sickening, appalling, terrifying. 
The panic was not expected and not 
provided for. 
A train for the East 
stood u nder 
a 
tu mble-down train 
Shed. 
One coach, halt smoker, half 
negro 
compartment; 
another coach 
for whites, old style and small, and 
a ramshackle sleeper 
made u p the 
string. 
Two In a seat, 
the entire 
train might accommodate 150 passen­ 
gers. Two thou sand fou ght madly for 
admission to it. 
Every vehicle that cou ld crawl ou t 
of town was pu t in commission, even 
to the one-mu le two-wheel cotton dray, 
to convey the crazed mu ltitu de from 
the doomed city. 
The refu ges filled 
every farmhou se, hamlet, village and 
town within a radiu s of more than 100 
miles, bu t an implacable foe invaded 
A eir retreats. 
The plagu e followed 
where the pu rsu ed 
fied. 
Hamlets 
gave u p their tens of dead, villages 
their scores, towns 
their hu ndreds. 
No one was safe, no place immu ne 
from its u ncu rbed cou rse. 
Memphis was the poisoned sou rce 


whence flowed the pollu ted streams. 
The newspaper men stu ck, u nrecorded 
heroes, to their posts, and told dally 
the names of those who died. 
There 
were so many that the daily lists ran 
into hu ndreds. 
Doctors and nu rses 
from the compassionate North came 
to help. 
They meant well and died 
heroes’ deaths, yet t> ay only added 
to the victims. 
In the thorou ghfares 
that only a little while before had 
hu mmed with energetic life one might 
walk for blocks and meet no hu man 
being save the living bearing the dead. 
Bu t toward the cemetery was a con­ 
tinu ed procession. Hearses cou ld not 
meet the demand, and everything that 
ran u pon wheels 
was impressed— 
wagons, drays and tru cks. 
At the 
bu rying places corpses came so fast 
that not for months afterward were 
hu ndreds of the graves filled u p, sex­ 
tons and volu nteers hu rrying from one 
bu rial to another, throwing on su flici- 
ent earth to cover the cofiln, or, if 
there were a little more time, they 
filled the hole half way.

Yellow fever has been defined in 
broad terms as “an American pesti­ 
lence,” and its ravages in this cou ntry

years that it still carries an u ncanny 
significance, says the Boston Trans­ 
cript. 
Bu t the present ou tbreak in 
New Orleans has by no means attain­ 
ed the proportions of an epidemic, 
and according to the vigilance that is 
being reported in that city is not like­ 
ly to. 
A record of thirty-six deaths 
in a fortnight, while it indicates the 
existence of conditions that shou ld be 
promptly and thorou ghly attended to 
is not one that ju stifies panic or ex­ 
treme alarm, or the institu tion of a 
shotgu n q u arantine by other Sou th­ 
ern cities. Probably was there given 
a comparative statement of cau ses of 
death in that city for the time named, 
other diseases wou ld have to bear a 
heavier responsibility 
than

For hardly a hu ndred years has the 
malady made

h ead w ^ in the 
Northern states. 
The deadly sweep 
hat it accomplished in Philadelphia 
in 17 03 is a matter of tragic history, 
t w’as that visitation which brou ght 
ou t the fine old free thinker, Stephen 
irard, In the character of one of the 
most practical Christians of his day, 
measu red by the Abou Ben Adhem 
cst. 
He organized a hospital, and, 
n the absence of others willing to 
assu me the great risk and responsi­ 
bility, assu med personal su perintend­ 
ence of it for tw’o months, established 
order and cleanliness and contribu ted 
generou sly to the needs of those fam­ 
ilies whose su pport had been taken 
away by the plagu e. 
In that fierce 
epidemic 
deaths 
occu rred 
by 
the 
thou sand. 
One of the most memorable of com­ 
paratively recent 
instances of the 
scou rge in 
epidemic 
form was In 
Memphis, Tenn., in 187 8, when there 
was a death harvest of 5,ICO. 
The 
following year there was a recu rrence 
of the disease, which claimed 1,532 
more victin^s, or abou t 10 per cent of 
\vhat its predecessor had left. 
This 
was also marked by a notable instance 
of Christian altru ism, which called 
ou t the devotion and sacrifice of tne 
members of a sisterhood in this city 
who volu nteered as nu rses, q u ite a 
nu mber of whom did not come back.

Agriculture. 


O N E DAMAGE ALREADY DONE 


Plowin g For Wheat—Very Few Coun ­ 
tie. Will Have Apples to Sen d 
to Their Neighbors 


Secretary Ellis, of the state board 
of agriculture, made public yesterday 
the followin g official statemen t on the 
presen t con dition oi the Missouri corn 
crop: 
The corn crop of the state made 
very rapid growth durin g thg mon th 
dC August, an d a con siderable portion 
of the crop is sufficien tly advan ced to 
he en tirely safe from frost, an d by 
the time of year for the averag e date 
_for the first killin g frost the en tire 
crop should be safe. 
A n umber of correspon den ts, prin ci­ 
pally in the southern part of the state, 
n ote some damage durin g the mon th 
from excessive rain fall. All section s 
of the state, in cludin g n early every 
coun ty in the state, report more or 
less damage from wdn d storms, this 
damage amoun tin g from very slight to 
50 per cen t in some fields. 
The coun ties showin g the heaviest 
damage from the win d are in the 
western part of the state, in the terri­ 
tory south of Kan sas City. However, 
In man y fields n o damage has been 
sustain ed. 
Allowin g for all the damage on ac­ 
coun t of rain , win d an d overflow’, the 
crop has deteriorated 
durin g 
the 
. mon th of August a little more than 
two poin ts, the presen t average con ­ 
dition for the en tire state on the last 
day of August bein g 95. 
' 
This is, however, 18 poin ts above* 
the five-year average. 
The average 
con dition by section s is: 
Northeast, 
97 ; n orthwest. 91; cen tral, 96; south­ 
west, 97 ; southeast, 92. 
There will be a great man y phen om- 
in al yields in all parts of the state, 
an d the quality will be excellen t, pro­ 
vided we have fair weather durin g 
September for ripen in g the crop. 
The quality, however, in man y fields

will be greatly in jured, but that In - 
^ jury has been con sidered in makin g 
up, the above average of 95 poin ts. 
The presen t con dition , after allow* 
in g for all damage, in dlcatei a proba­ 
ble yield con siderably below the rec­ 
ord crop of 19612, h» t almost equal to 
the secmid largn st yidd for the slate, 


that of 1895, when the yield was 38 
bushels per acre. 
Based upon the presen t outlook, the 
state should produce, on the presen t 
acreage. 7 ,07 6,050. about 36 bushels 
per acre, or a total yield for the state 
of approximately 255,000,000 bushels. 
Plowin g for wheat is progressin g 
favorably, an d has been almost com­ 
pleted in some section s, with a pros­ 
pect for a slightly in creased acreage 
to be sow’n this fall.

Judge William S. Shirk, o ne o f Mis­ 
so uri's mo st successful, best kno wn 
and mo st po pular lawy ers, who had 
been In 111 health fo r several mo nths, 
died at his ho me. 618 W est Seventh 
street, at li:4 0 o ’clo ck Saturday after­ 
no o n, o f dro psy , all o f the members o f 
his family being present when the end 
came except o ne daughter, Mrs. S. P. 
Jo hns, Jr., o f Taco ma, Wash., who re­ 
cently visited here. 
The demise was 
no t unexpected. 
FOr several nights past Mr. Will Mc­ 
Dermo tt, a trained nurse, had been at 
judge Shirk’s bedside, and sho rtly af­ 
ter midnight Friday ho no ticed that 
the patient was sinking. 
Dr. W. S. 
Shirk was summo ned, and the trained 
ey e o f the phy sician realized that the 
final summo ns was no t far distant. 
- During the fo reno o n Saturday Judge 
Shirk was co nscio us at intervals, and 
at# uch times he grasped the hands o f 
his devo ted wife and children, finally 
passing peacefully away at the ho ur 
stated.

Judge Shirk was bo m at Chambers- 
burg. Pa., August 24, 1843, and was 
62 y ears o f age the 24th o f last mo nth. 
He was reared and educated In 
nil- 
no ls, and In 1863 entered the Albany , 
N. Y„ law scho o l, fro m which he was 
graduated In 1865. 
That same y ear he came to Mis­ 
so uri and lo cated at Warsaw, Bento n 
ccmnty , fo r the practice o f his pro fes- 
e'.o n. In which he achieved remarka­ 
ble success. 
In po litics he was a staunch repub­ 
lican, and as such he was elected 
co unty atto rney two o r mo re terms. 
Later, he was elected Judge o f the 
Seventh Judicial circuit, serving fro m 
1874 until 1877. In 1878 Judge Shirk 
remo ved to Sedalia, and this city has 
been his ho me co ntinuo usly since. 
He was married in St. Lo uis in 1868 
to Miss Frances Hastain, o f Henry 
co unty , who died nearly twenty y ears 
ago . 
By this unio n ther.e are three 
surviving children—Mrs. W. H. Ho gg, 
o f Evansto n, 111., who arrived here 
Friday ; Mrs. S. P. Jo hns, Jr., o f Ta­ 
co ma, Wash., and Dr. W. S. Shirk, o f 
Sedalia. 
Ano ther so n died a number

'T h e great difficulty is in procur­ 
ing the nitroglycerin. 
The railroads 
do not dare to carry the stuff, you 
know, so it is necessary to haul It by 
wagon, from the factory. 
It was be­ 
cause of one of these trips, made by 
a competitor, that I decided to quit 
the business. 
“Few people have an idea of the 
explosive power of nitroglycerin. The 
stuff comes from the factory in cans 
and in preparing it to be lowered in 
the well we poured It into other cans 
which were so shaped as to fit the 
well. Usually they were about a foot 
long and eight 
inches in diameter 
and would hold over a gallon.

Accordin g to the twelfth cen sus the 
forest products of the Un ited Statq^ 
have an an n ual value of $575 ,000,000, 
says the Chicago Post. 
This is aside 
from the value of firewood, farm ma­ 
terials 
an d other wood products for 
which n o statistical return s are avail­ 
able. 
On the figures reported by the for­ 
est service of the foreign departmen t 
of agriculture the forests, as a source 
of wealth, ran k with the min eral pro­ 
ducts as secon d to the farms. But, in 
addition to this, the forests have an 
Immen se value, both as a source of 
future supply an d as a protective 
coverin g for water sheds. 
If our forest wealth is n ow equal to 
our min eral wealth, it is within the 
probabilities that a time will come 
when the forests will outran k the 
min es. 
Every ton taken out of the 
min es reduces perman en tly the total 
of their wealth. 
The min es can he 
worked out, an d we have n ot yet dis­ 
covered an y way of restockin g them. 
But with the forests it is differen t. 
They may be treated like the an n ual 
crops of the farmer. 
Their wealth 
producin g powers can be kept up. 
Careful an d scien tific woodman craft 
an d lumberin g, coupled with en ergetic 
reforestation , are preservin g an d will 
con tin ue to preserve, the forest values 
in defin itely. 
This is the aim of the govern men t 
forestry work. An d the best promise 
of its con tin ued success is the in ter­ 
est that is n ow taken In it by the lum­ 
bermen themselves.

trees an d sawyers of lumber have 
seen a great light. They are co-oper­ 
atin g with the govern men t.

Boy and Team Missing. 


Most p eop le can 
remember 
how 
Ju les Guerin, President of the anti- 
Semitic league, shu t himself up m 
“Ft. Chabrol,” in Paris, in the sum­ 
mer of 18 99, and defied the entire 
armed forces of 
tbe French Repub­ 
lic for the sp ace of six solid week®, 
say s the Globe-Democrat, 
His “fort” was merely 
a p riv ate 
dwelling house, bu t strongly barricad­ 
ed, the windows and doors p rotected 
with sandbags and tbe walls loop - 
holed. Inside were a round dozen of 
desp erate men, armed to the teeth. 
And, although among the battalions 
of regu lars that day and night su r­ 
rounded the p lace 
were 
doubtless 
many brav e men, v one eared for such 
short odds as would hav e been entail­ 
ed by being the first to enter. 
So day and night sncoeeded dsy snd 
night, and still the “garrison” held 
out. The gov ernment troop s blocked 
up the drains, cut off the water and 
stop p ed all food sup p lies. 
Ju les and his friends caught the 
rain that fell on the roof In Imp ro­ 
v ised cisterns, and some small quan­ 
tities of p rov isions were smuggled In 
somehow by smy p athlzers from out­ 
side. 
But in the end, one of their 
number hav ing meanwhile 
died 
of 
starv ation, they were forced to cap it­ 
ulate (Sep tember 20, 18 99) after one 
of the most remarkable single-bouse 
sieges on record. 
M. Guerin was tried on a charge of 
“consp iring to ov erthrow the rep ublic 
and waging war against the French 
nation,” found guilty and sentenced 
to ten y ears* detention In a fortress. 
George Dosza was a Szekler, or 
p easant of Szekelfold, a district 
of 
Hungary . He was a quiet, law-abid­ 
ing man, notable only for his great 
strength and tall statu re. 
One day , howev er, an Austrian no­ 
ble thought fit to decoy away from 
her father’s bouse Dosza’s only daugh­ 
ter, a maiden of 14. 
The distracted 
p arent sought the abductor 
far and 
near, but failing to find him journey ­ 
ed to Vienna and laid his case before 
the emp eror. 
The latter only laughed, whereup on 
the p easant returned to his own v il­ 
lage and p asted up on the door of his 
little cabin a formal declaration of 
war against his sov ereign. A month 
later he was marching on Vienna at 
the head of a huge but undlcip lined 
and ill-equip p ed army . 
At first the luck was all on his 
side. He defeated the regu lar troop s 
in a number of p itched battles, car­ 
ried by assau lt sev eral 
large 
and 
strongly fortified towns and was ac­ 
tually within sight of 
the 
cap ital, 
whence the emp eror had already fled, 
when he was betray ed into an ambush 
through the treachery of a guide. 
The misfortune constituted the be­ 
ginning of thè end. The bulk of his 
follow’ers fell away from 
him 
and 
were hunted through the mountains 
and woods like wild beasts. 
Alto­ 
gether it is said that ov er 150,000 of 
them were p ut to the sword. 
The •“.Jack Cade of Hungary ,” hav ­ 
ing been taken p risoner, was seated 
on an iron throne, beneath which a 
huge fire had p rev iously been kindled, 
crowned with a redhot iron crown and 
his ilesh torn from his bones with 
redhot p inchers. 
Not alway s, howev er, are heroes of 
Dosza’s stamp 
equally 
unfortunate. 
John Ziska, for instance, who made 
war on behalf of the p ersecuted Hus­ 
sites against the Emp eror Siglsmund, 
was only once defeated, and forced 
his sov ereign in the end to treat with 
him on terms of equality . 
Ziska lost one ey e v ery early in 
his career, and the 
other 
at 
ths 
storming of Prague. 
Nev ertheless, 
though totally blind, he continued to 
lead his adherents from v ictory to v ic­ 
tory . 
He died 
ev entually 
of 
the 
p lague, while besieging the castle of 
Craslau. 
But ev en then his usefulness was 
not at an end, for his skin was tanned 
and made Into a drumhead. In ac­ 
cordance with his last wishes, and Its 
martial music serv ed to insp ire the 
Hussites with an ardor that ev entual­ 
ly ov ercame a ll o bsta cles.

things which are closest at hand. The 
time may come with that remote fu-^ 
ture to which is referred ev ery thing 
Utop ian when nations will deliberate­ 
ly select the p redominating articles 
of their diet with reference to the 
dev elop ment of sp ecific racial char­ 
acteristics. But at p resent p eop le In 
general are not ev en conv inced that 
what they eat has relev ancy to what, 
as nations, they become. 
For a few ceniu nes to come Amer­ 
icans certainly will continue to eat 
the “food conv enient to them,” wh^le 
good humoredly allowing the cereal- 
ists to tickle their p alates with health 
foods. But ev en American indep end­ 
ence or indifference is amenable to 
the dictates of destiny . 
Ju st 
now 
Americans seem to drift more strong­ 
ly than ev er toward a fru it diet. The 
mov ing consideration is the fancy fig­ 
ures, with an up ward tendency , at 
w’hich flesh foods are sold. The other 
consideration is the abundance and 
cheap ness of fruits. As wisdom takes 
counsel of necessity , a third motiv e, 
which of itself would not hav e great 
w’eight, is the sup erior wholesomeness 
of fruit goods. 
We p roduce the biggest ap p le crop s 
in the world, our p each crop s are un­ 
p aralleled, our w’atermelons and small 
fru its resp ond In abundance to the 
mere tickling of the soil with a hoe. 
The same story holds tru e of all do­ 
mestic fruits. But this term has be­ 
come elastic. 
California distributes 
throughout the country great quanti­ 
ties of trop ical fru its and the area 
of cultiv ation of these is constantly 
ex tending. When the Panama trench 
is dug the Pacific coast fru its can be 
brought to the Eastern markets with 
greater celerity and less cost. Modem 
means of transp ortation hav e made 
the p lantations of the West Indies 
also almost the same as though they 
were within the country confines. 
It Is safe to p redict that the con­ 
sump tion of bananas esp ecially will 
soon be increased. Oranges are being 
consumed In rap idly increasing quan­ 
tities. 
Certainly during the summer 
months fru it will be king. 
During 
the winter months the force of habit 
will p rev ail and more fru it and less 
meat wil be eaten.
